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Fees, cuts ahead for university 


The California State University system fac- 
es budget cuts and cutbacks as Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger's 2010 budget proposal con- 
tinues to lack funding for higher education. 

Unfortunately for students, the 2009-10 
CSU budget requires that student tuition 
fees will increase 10 percent again in fall 
2009. According to a Jan. 9 press release 


from the CSU, this increase will add an ad- 


ditional $130 million in revenue for the CSU 
system, with a third of that money available 
for financial aid. The CSU budget will still 
fall $15.8 million above state funding, mak- 
ing additional system wide cuts more likely. 

This year, the CSU system is facing a $66 
million cut, President Alexander Gonzalez 
said. For Sacramento State, this could mean 
an additional $2.8 million in cuts. 

“As a result, the CSU board has said let's 
cut enrollment,’ Gonzalez said. “We have 
become very good at enrollment manage- 
ment (at Sac State) and being efficient in 
how we recruit and retain our students.” 

Gonzalez said that some campuses are not 
as successful and are impacted much more 
than Sac State by enrollment. Sac State uses 
several systems including methods of re- 
cruiting students and retaining students to 
achieve near-target enrollment. 

Where many campuses have been cutting 
off freshmen enrollment, Sac State has only 
been hitting its target enrollment for a few 
semesters, Gonzalez said. 


Hands protest child soldiers 


Being “caught red-handed” took on a 
whole new meaning Feb. 3 when students 
painted their hands red to protest against 
the use of child soldiers worldwide. 

Participants stamped their hand prints 
onto recycled syllabi and wrote letters, or 
just signed their name, as part of an inter- 
national campaign to stop the abduction. of 
children as young as 8 to be used in armed 
combat across the world. The campaign is 
known as Red Hand Day, and human rights 
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groups such as Amnesty International, Hu- 
man Rights Watch and the American Civil 
Liberties Union have dipped their hands 
into the movement as well. 

The Odyssey Mentor program, a part of the 
government department at Sac State, geared 
up for the event about three months in ad- 
vance, ready to bring the issue to campus. 
The hand painting took place at a booth on 
the side of the Multi-Cultural Center in the 
Library, while a documentary about child 
soldiers was shown inside the center at two 
different times. 

About 80 people painted and stamped their 
hands and the letters. They were later posted 
in the government department joined other 
red hand letters sent in from around the 
globe. All of the letters eventually ended up 
at the United Nations office with a letter ex- 
plaining the campaign. 

“I think that this is showing people on 
campus that simple actions can have inter- 
national impacts,’ said event organizer Eliz- 
abeth Martinez, junior international affairs 
major. 

“People often exaggerate the amount of 
work it takes to do one of these campaigns,’ 
she said. 


Love, marriage rally at Capitol 


A crowd of gay marriage supporters 
stood in front of the State Capitol on Feb. 
16, umbrellas in hand, chanting “equality” 
in support of marriage rights for same-sex 
couples. 

On March 5, the Court reviewed the valid- 
ity of Proposition 8, which passed with 52.2 
percent of the vote on election night, and is- 
sue its ruling 90 days later. 

A Prop. 8 supporter drove around the 
Capitol with signs on his car that showed his 
support for the same-sex marriage ban. 

Organizations made stands in front of 
the Capitol, such as the Sacramento Gay 
and Lesbian Center that serves lesbian, gay, 
transgender, and bisexual community in 
Sacramento with events and groups. 

Darrell Steinberg, California State Senate 
president pro tem, strongly supported the 
“No on 8” effort, and said civil rights should 
never be put up to a vote. 

“You can't deny love. You can't deny peo- 
ple their happiness. You can't deny the fact 
that the civil law must conform to the law of 
love,’ Steinberg said. 

Steinberg doesn't see how the justices will 
rule in any other way because of the equal 
protection clause. 

On May 15, 2008, the Court ruled that the 
right to marry without regard to sexual ori- 
entation is linked to the Equal Protection 
Clause of the California Constitution. 

According to the clause, a person may 
not be deprived of life, liberty and property 
without due process of law, or denied equal! 
protection of the law. 

“If the ruling goes the other way, the fight 
will not be over; it will just be beginning,” 
Steinberg said. 


On May 26, the California Supreme Court 
upheld Proposition 8. 


Gala, a night of celebration 


On Feb. 20, Sac State's 4th annual Green 
and Gold Gala raised money for student vet- 
erans in the Troops to College program and 
honored actress and singer Carol Channing 
with an award for her contributions to the 
community. 

The Troops to College program was cre- 
ated to provide scholarships and enhance 
support services to help the nation’s veterans 
return home to civilian life and obtain a col- 
lege education. 

Gonzalez and George Crandell, the Uni- 
versity Foundation chair, made a goal to 
raise $100,000 to finance Troops to College. 

Gonzalez thought Channing’s appearance 
would be even more helpful in asking people 
to support the returning veterans. 

‘The gala was sponsored by businesses such 
as SMUD and Wells Fargo. Gonzalez said 
Wells Fargo gave $100,000 to Sac State to 
benefit programs such as the Honor’s Pro- 
gram and Troops to College. 

James. Blackburn, Enrollment Manage- 
ment Services director, said the educational 








benefits will improve substantially Aug. 1, 
when the new GI Bill comes into effect. 

According to Military.com, the new bill 
will pay full tuition, fees and a $1,000 a year 
stipend for books and supplies for veterans 
who served after the Sept. 11, 2001, terrorist 
attacks. 

Channing, a three-time Tony award-win- 
ning singer and actress, and her husband 
Harold Kullijian spoke to the audience about 
how arts must be brought back to public 
schools to inspire students in reading, writ- 
ing and arithmetic. 

“Art is the catalyst for all education, and we 
have to start when children are little,’ Kul- 
lijian said. 


Jazz Singers hit it big 


The Sac State Jazz Singers are on an a cap- 
pella album put together by Ben Folds from 
the group Ben Folds Five. The ensemble, an 
advanced vocal group in the jazz music de- 
partment, was one of the 18 groups chosen 
out of more than 200 applicants. 

Kerry Marsh, jazz music professor and the 
ensemble adviser, heard about the competi- 
tion through professional singer Don Good- 
ing. The album will be composed of various 
a cappella groups from different universities 
singing their own versions of Folds’ songs. 

Marsh quickly made an arrangement of 
Folds’ song, “Selfless, Cold and Composed.” 
He slowed down the tempo and added some 
soulful flares to the original.

and posted it on YouTube. She said she re- 
ceived many responses and even one from 
Folds himself saying he loved the rendition 
and asking for a contact number. 

“The re-harmonization is insane!” Folds 
said about the group in a blog entry on his 
MySpace page. “I seriously doubt we could 
have improved on them to have come limp- 
ing in with our equipment for re-record- 
ing.” 

The group was disappointed not to be able 
to meet Folds in person, but was more than 
satisfied with what they achieved. 

All the groups, under Marsh's direction, 
won the top three places at the Reno Jazz 
Festival for best college vocal jazz groups. 
Jazz Singers won first place, C-Sus second 
and Vox 2 third place. In addition, the Jazz 
Singers were chosen for the Down Beat 
magazine award for best college vocal jazz 
group in 2008. Down Beat is a premier jazz 
magazine. 


No funds for repair 


The River Front Center - home to restau- 
rants such as Togos, Hula Dog and Kung Fu 
Fat’s - lost $147,269 in revenue after it closed 
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down for a week and a half to fix degraded 
plumbing underneath the floorboards and 
pump 25,000 gallons of water out from a 
crawlspace. 

The center closed on Feb. 11, after Facilities 
Services discovered the water leak in a’crawl 
space; they said the condition had gone un- 
noticed for months or possibly years. 

Facilities said the center’s closing was just 
a part of an ongoing problem of the small 
maintenance budget tackling Sacramento 
State’s approximately $132 million worth of 
deferred maintenance projects. 

Facilities and Utilities Director Linda Ha- 
far said the availability of funds for mainte- 
nance to address these types of problems, 
such as the degraded plumbing, is about 
$600,000 a year. 

“In other words, our budget is only 0.4 
percent of the actual need,” Hafar said. “This 
puts us in a situation that we can only afford 
to repair what breaks or comes to our atten- 
tion as already broken.” 

According to the Reserves Interim Policy, 
emergency reserves can be used as a fund- 
ing source for emergency repairs or replace- 
ments. 

“If there are no reserves, then we will have 
to delay some other repair to another year,” 


Hafar said. 

The River Front Center's repairs on the 
wastewater leak were completed mid-after- 
noon on Feb. 24. 


Problem remains for evals 


Sitting on the second floor lobby of Lassen 


Hall on March 9, senior criminal justice ma- 


jor Cory Lubell waited to hear if he would be 
able to graduate in May. 

Lubell finally decided to see an evaluator 
after he hadn't received any notification. He 
found out he was three units shy of gradu- 
ation. 

Late graduation evaluations have plagued 
seniors across Sac State for some time. Many 
have received their graduation evaluations 
past the Feb. 20 deadline, the last day to reg- 
ister for spring 2009 classes. 

Approximately 3,700 students applied to 
graduate after the spring or summer semes- 
ter. On March 11, information from the Of- 
fice of Enrollment Management showed that 
half the number of graduation applications 


_ have been completed. . 


Associate Vice President of Enrollment 
Management Edward Mills acknowledged 
the problem and attributed it to the univer- 


sity new computer system, the Common 
Management System. 

CMS is the CSU’s systemwide transfer to 
the PeopleSoft software’ application. Mills 
said the new system allows all the universi- 
ties within the CSU system to communicate 
easier. | 

“In a nutshell, the university gained a lot of 
advantages from the system,” Mills said. “In 
other areas, we didn't like with graduation 
evaluations.” | 

He said over the last 15 years, Sac State 
graduation evaluators have customized the 
software to make information, such as a 
student's general education courses, major 
courses and any transfer units easier to ac- 
cess. 

When the university switched to People- 
Soft in fall 2007, it lost all of its customized 
software, making it harder for evaluators to 
find student information. 

“We used to be able to do 20 to 25 grad 
evaluations in an hour,’ Mills said. “Now we 
can only do about four to six in an hour” 

Other Northern California universities are 
not experiencing the same problems with 
evaluating graduates.

Planning at San Francisco State University 
Jo Volkert said they are not experiencing any 
backups in their graduation evaluations. 

She said San Francisco State has not imple- 
mented CMS, and will not do so until 2013. 

Communication Studies Chair Nick Bur- 
nett said he meets with a few students each 
year who receive their evaluations late and 
find they’re missing units. 

“I see people all the time who say they’re 
graduating in four months, and it’s the first 
time they've seen an adviser,’ Burnett said. 
“It sends chills down my spine.” 


Union sues CSU on wages 


The State Employees Trade Council-Unit- 
ed filed the lawsuit alleging that the CSU 
violated the state education code by not pay- 
ing its facilities members at a rate required 
by law. 

In June 200 the contract detailing what 
the CSU system pays SETC-United mem- 


bers expired. A new contract has yet to be’ 


signed, 

Under the California State Education Code 
Section 89517, the CSU cannot set the mini- 
mum salary below the prevailing wage rates 
as listed in the law. ; 

Prevailing wages are described as the ba- 
sic hourly pay rate on public works projects 
based on the type of work and the locality 
of the work, according to the California De- 
partment of Industrial Relations. 

SETC-United Business Manager John 
Connor said he wants union members to be 
paid fairly, and will use the law to do so. 

“SETC has tried to bargain in good faith 
for over a year with no end in sight,” Connor 
said in a press release. “We have no choice 
but to fall back on the state education code 
requirement.” 

Hallahan said some union members are 
being paid 28 to 35 percent lower than the 
prevailing rate. 

“It might not seem like a lot when some- 
one is only $8 or $9 behind in their hourly 
pay, Hallahan said. “But when it is expand- 
ed to months and years, the numbers really 
add up.” 

CSU Chancellors Office Representative 
Teresa Ruiz said at the time that although 
it has not received the full lawsuit petition 
from SETC-United, it believes the lawsuit is 
without merit. 

Sac State Associate Vice President for Pub- 
lic Affairs Gloria Moraga said the lawsuit is 
an issue for the CSU system as a whole, and 
it would not be appropriate for the univer- 
sity to make a lone comment at the time. 


Athletics fee shows up again 

Sac State's Athletics Department has a 
$500,000 budget shortfall and asked stu- 
dents to help out during the Associated Stu- 
dents, Inc., election. 

On March 18, ASI board members voted 
to place a referendum on the April 28-29 
ballot asking students to pay an additional 
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$60 over the next three years to fund the 
athletics department. | 

Students have been paying a $62.50 fee in 
conjunction with tuition to fund the depart- 
ment. 

Director of Athletics Terry Wanless said if 
the fee increase didn’t pass, the department 
will seriously consider eliminating athletic 
programs. 

Deputy Director of Athletics Bill Macriss 
said the referendum will increase the athlet- 
ic fee roughly $18 during the 2009-10 school 
year, about $21 in 2010-11 and by approxi- 
mately $24 in 2011-12. 

Macriss said the department was counting 
on a steady increase in enrollment among 
students at the university. 

He said the department didn't expect the 
cap in enrollment that has occurred within 
the last couple of years, which slowed down 
the funds it received from students. 

Wanless said the retention and improve- 
ment of the athletic department is not just 
about winning games; it’s about improving 
the image and culture of Sac State and add- 
ing additional value to students’ degrees. 

In the past, the athletic fee increases have 
led to controversy within the student gov- 
ernment. 

In 1986, ASI adopted a resolution to place a 
$13 increase on the student activity fee, with 
$8 going toward the athletic department. 

In March 2007, David Burns, ASI’s presi- 
dent at the time, gave the increased fund 
money to the athletic department without 
the consent of the board. The board quickly 
censured him. 

In the end, ASI decided to uphold the com- 
mitment of the initial fee increase. 

In 1995, the student government placed a 
measure on the spring ballot increasing the 
athletic departments portion of the student 
activity fee by $45; the measure passed. _ 

For that increase, the department had to 
follow a contract that required providing free 
admission for students to sporting events, al- 
locating funds to promote campus activities 
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and having student-athletes achieve gradua- 
tion rates similar to non-athletes. 

In 1999, then-Vice President for Student 
Affairs Sean South had doubts about wheth- 
er the athletic department had upheld the 
contract, and proposed legislation to rene- 
gotiate the contract. 

“Basically, the students voted for this con- 
tract,’ South said in a May-1999 State Hornet 
article. “I just want to make sure the money 
is being spent properly.” 

Macriss said he remembered the incident 
and said the department quickly showed 
South and the board that it was in line with 
the contract. 

The athletic fee did not pass referendum 
on the April 28 and 29 election. 


Educational agencies audits 


On March 24, The State Hornet decided to 
put Sac State to the test and see if it achieved 
transparency. 

Operating under Californians Aware, 
a state government watchdog group, the 
Hornet executed a secret audit of 18 local 
educational agencies within the Sacramento 
area. The agencies included the University of 
California, Davis; the Los Rios Community 
College District; the county Office of Edu- 
cation; K-12 school districts throughout the 
Sacramento area and Sac State. 

The Hornet sent 11 reporters to these 
agencies asking to view the statement of eco- 
nomic interest - also known as the Form 700. 
The auditors were instructed not to identify 
themselves as reporters, but instead enter 
the agencies as average citizens requesting 
the information. 

The goal was to see which agencies were 
in compliance with the law and provided 
the requested documents within the legal 
time limit set by the law. On the same day, 
the auditors mailed letters to the respective 
agencies making a written request of sev- 
eral other public records. Under the law, the 
agencies were required to reply and send a 
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in 10 days of re- 


tion stated whether or not the files could be 


viewed and when the auditor could come by 


to see them. . 
Californians Aware is a nonprofit organi- 

zation established to help journalists and 

others keep Californians aware of what they 


_ need to know to hold government and other 


powerful institutions accountable for their 
actions. Its mission is to support and defend 
open government, an enquiring press and 
a citizenry free to exchange facts and opin- 
ions on public issues. In short, Californians 
Aware will be a center for information, guid- 
ance and initiatives in public forum law. 


Agencies speak out 


Following a public records audit which 
several State Hornet reporters participated 
in, six of the 18 local public education agen- 
cies applauded the effort for seeking trans- 
parency, but were displeased with the audit’s 
execution and the number of documents 
requested. 

University Counsel for Sac State Edmundo 
Aguilar said the university intends to com- 
ply with the auditor's requests. 

“The university respects the principles em- 
bodied in the California Public Records Act 
and strives to treat each request in accor- 
dance with those principles,’ Aguilar said 

_ Other agencies, like the Sacramento 
County Office of Education, said it receives 
public information requests from different 
individuals quite often. Communications 
Director Tim Herrera said he felt the request 
was not clear and the requester was not pa- 
tient enough. 

“It's unreasonable for the auditor to walk in 
and expect the documents to be sitting there 
ready for them,” Herrera said. 

Natomas Unified School District Superin- 


_ tendent Steve Farrar was very pleased with 


the responsiveness of his staff, but was un- 
comfortable the auditor did not get exactly 
what he was looking for at the time. After 
speaking with his staff, Farrar said the staff 
thought the auditor was requesting docu- 
ments the staff had to sign, not signed forms 
that are turned into the county.

Although student elections are over and the 
spring semester comes to a close, the work has 
not ended for members of Associated Stu- 
dents, Inc., as they prepare for the ASI admin- 
istration in the fall. 

Roberto Torres, who will officially become 
the new ASI president on Friday, said he has 
several ideas for the student government 
next year, but is uncomfortable making spe- 
cific plans until he has input from other board 
members. 

Though the board will not complete its for- 
mal plan until members meet at the end of 
summer, Shawn Smith, director of graduate 
studies, said ASI needs to stay active in its lob- 
bying efforts at the Capitol and continue its 
involvement with the California State Student 
Association to help fight possible future bud- 
get cuts. 

“Considering the current budget situation, 
ASI will have an uphill battle, but with con- 
tinued effort, we should be able to minimize 
potential budget cuts,’ Smith said. 

Smith said student representation in the 
Student Fee Advisory Committee, Strategic 
Planning Council and the University Budget 
Advisory Committee will continue to be criti-

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cal for ASI next year. 

“ASI will be looking to fill committees to en- 
sure that students are well represented on the 
campus level,’ Smith said. 

ASI Executive Director Pat Worley has no 
idea what projects or goals ASI will be work- 
ing on specifically next year, but she said that 
the student government will continue to work 
on making itself a source of student involve- 
ment on campus. 

“We have a really clear mission which is to 
provide experiential learning, leadership de- 
velopment and service to our students, so I 
can say that with 100 percent confidence; 
Worley said. 

Worley said the board's plans for next year 
cannot be finalized until all new elected board 
members go through a review process. This 
will ensure that they have met all of the eligi- 


bility requirements to take office and the new 


board is official. 

“That body of students needs to collectively 
come together and decide among themselves 
what are going to be their priorities and focus,’ 
Worley said. 

Once the new board is official, it may then 
create a formal plan for the school year; the 
outcome of that plan will depend on the out- 
come of ASI’s annual end-of-summer retreat. 

Board members gather before the fall se- 


mester begins to bond and spend time famil- 
iarizing themselves with the other members: 
agendas. Though the destination this year is 
still to be announced, in previous years they 
have gone to Saratoga and Camp Gualala. Tor- 
res said that once Smith is officially in office, 
he will be responsible for coordinating their 
trip. 

Torres has enjoyed several past retreats and 
spoke fondly of them. 

“We get the chance as the board of directors 
to kind of bond with each other,“ Torres said. 
He thinks the retreats allow board members 
to find out how they need to work with each 
other next year in order to make ASI grow and 
become more successful. 

“The retreat is really important for kind of 
dictating how the year’s going to play out” 
Torres said. 

He thinks that because work relationship dy- 
namics among board members can affect the 
development of projects that the retreats play 
an important role in helping them govern ef- 
fectively. 

However, it will be all back to business when 
the board returns to campus and will be facing 
the obstacle of how to provide services to stu- 
dents in the face of several measures rejected 
in the election.

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major, said he voted in the election for more 
funding for Recreation Sports and the Athlet- 
ics Department because he would like to see 
more sports opportunities on campus. 

“IT used to go to (Arizona State University) 
before and...they're really big on their sports 
over there,“ Wilson said. “Even though there 
is a lot of sports here, maybe just kind of re- 
vamping that.’ 

Ashley Smith, senior business manage- 
ment major, did not vote in the election but 
she would like to see additional parking for 
students. 

Wilson thinks creating more parking would 
only work against ASI’s goal to make the cam- 
pus more green and pedestrian-friendly by 
unintentionally encouraging people to drive 
to school instead of walking, biking or using 
public transit. 

“I dont drive here, so I walk or ride my bike 
- obviously parking isn't an issue for me,“ Wil- 
son said. “I think if they want to make it...an 
actual college campus and not a commuter 
campus, that's one thing they could probably 
stomp on is the parking.”

“Guys are working out hard,” said Peter Buck, 
junior linebacker.

Wanting to prevent further injuries, the an- 
nual spring Green and Gold Game was sus- 
pended in the first quarter due to rain. 

“I'm thankful I didn't get those (injuries) 
but it's football so that’s what happens in the 
game, Buck said. 

Despite not being able to see several players 


on the practice field, the coaching staff was 
pleased with how the team performed during 
spring. 

“I thought defensively our speed was real 
good,” Sperbeck said. “We did a good job of 
getting to the football.” 

The coaches were impressed with the quar- 
terbacks’ offensive play. 

“John Loeliger and Dominic Carmazzi both 
had good springs,” Sperback said. “Jake Crox- 
dale did some really good things.” 

Carmazzi is the younger brother of for- 
mer San Francisco 49ers quarterback Gio 
Carmazzi. 

With progression in all positions, the coach- 
es have good reason to be optimistic. Each 
position is deep even though injuries started 
to pile up. 

“I think spring practices went well; we got 
better all the way through,” Sperbeck said. “I’m 
very pleased with the outcome of how things 
finished up and hopefully that gives us a good 
springboard into fall practice” 

Inconsistency was reduced throughout the 
spring and will help lessen mistakes that occur 
in the fall. 

At wide receiver, the team plans on having 
at least 12 players. No player will play on of- 
fense and defense, but many will play multiple 
positions. Many will get a chance to play their 
main position plus special teams. 

Junior Ronald Richardson and sophomore 
Chase Deadder have had good games at wide 
receiver, and junior Kenslow Smith has had 
good plays at running back. Brian Heath had 
a good spring playing tight end and also plays 
long snapper. 

Even with great games in practice, every 
player is going to have to earn his spot dur- 


ing these sessions as nobody is a guaranteed 
Starter. 

Coaches will spend the summer watching 
film of spring games to correct problems.

The Sacramento State women’s volleyball 
team is looking to improve after a 10-23 
campaign last fall. 

With several of the team’s key players 
returning for another season, the Hornets 
will have a roster full of experienced play- 
ers in 2009. The team played well toward 
the end of the regular season, knocking off 
first place Portland State to qualify for the 
Big Sky Conference Tournament. However, 
the effort was not enough to continue the 
team's run of six consecutive Big Sky Con- 
ference Volleyball Tournament champi- 
onships.

But 
I was really happy how we ended up beat- 
ing basically the first place team (Portland 
State) in the last week to make it into the 
conference tournament,” Volta said. 

The team recently finished its spring prac- 
tice sessions. Typically, spring practice is a 
time for players to sharpen their individual 


skills and work on conditioning. The Hor- 


nets were able to assemble the whole time 
for the practice sessions, a luxury the team 
did not have a year ago when only five play- 


ene ene 


ers would be available on some occasions. 
During the off season, the team has been 
working hard to improve on attacking on 
the offensive side. 

“Our strengths are going to be our quick- 
ness and our ball control. We sort of 
changed the offense to make it faster. So I 
think our quickness is going to help a lot? 
Volta said. 

“One of the biggest things (we lacked) was 
experience on the court that we didn’t have 
last season because we were so young. A lot 
of the freshmen got to play last year which 
is great. I think we just needed to work on 
our chemistry on the court. I think we re- 
ally improved that this spring. We got a lot 
used to playing with each other. said se- 
nior Melissa Melcher, a top reserve for the 
Hornets last season. 


Last season, the team was scheduled to 
play the majority of its games on the road, 
which made it difficult for such a young 
team. In the fall, the team is scheduled to 
play the majority of the games at home, 
which should be to the Hornets advantage. 

The Hornets have been successful on the 
recruiting trail, where they were able to 
sign three talented high school players in 
Janelle Currey, Hannah Hettinga, and Syd- 
ney Kordic. With these young players in 
the mix, the Hornets will be loaded with 
talent next season.

My boyfriend is cheating on me. Her name 
is Schwinn.

Any other bike, that is. You see, Schwinn is my 
boyfriend's fixed-gear bicycle. 

What exactly is.a fixed-gear bicycle? While 
most people think of them as those bikes with 
skinny wheels, there’s more to them than that. 
Just because a bike is skinny doesn't mean it’s 
a fixed-gear. 

Fixed-gear bicycles are single-speed bikes 
without a free wheel. Because the gears are 
fixed, whatever the wheels do, the pedals also 
do. Therefore, these bikes do not allow coast- 
ing. 

Fixed-gear bikes have become a widespread 
trend from city to city. Even Sacramento has 
developed its very own fixed-gear culture. 

This fixed-gear culture is often associated 
with a trendy and rebellious youth. A Jan. 30 
Sacramento Bee article even went as far as to 
say, “fixed-gear culture is about style, danger, 
simplicity, resistance to authority, commerce

and more.” 

While this statement may hold some truth, 
its far too broad of a generalization. Sure, 
some kids probably ride fixed-gear bicycles 
for style, danger and resistance to authority. 
But the majority of riders I have spoken with 
use them for much more. 

“I ride fixed-gear as a fun alternative to a 
cruiser. It’s simple, it's fun and my bike is sim- 
ple. I don't need to have a funny-colored bike 
or do BMX tricks,’ said Pat Guild, a Sacra- 
mento resident and fixed-gear rider. “There's 
a difference between riding one as a trendy 
hobby and riding out of necessity.” 

Personally, I value comfort far too much to 
give up coasting, but I can see the appeal of a 
fixed-gear bicycle. These bikes are fast, easy to 
maintain, lightweight and affordable. 

What I don't understand is the sudden boom 
in popularity of riding fixed-gear. Of course 
trends come and go without rhyme or reason, 
but this one is especially confusing to me. 

While the bike itself may be simple, riding 
this kind of bike is far from easy. Although it 


_is possible to put hand brakes on these bikes, 


most fixed-gear bicycles are brakeless. In order 
to stop, the rider must apply resistance to the 
pedals and skid to slow down. Call me crazy, 
but skidding to a stop sounds pretty scary. 
“Tm too lazy now for fixed. I didn't like not 
coasting and having to dodge damn cars be- 
cause I couldn't skid fast enough,’ said Cahil 
Bhanji, sophomore public relations major.

Some cities, including Sacramento, have 
even issued tickets to fixed-gear riders for rid- 
ing without brakes. But these tickets have yet 
to stop the rising popularity of these bikes. 

According to the Bee article, this “whiff of 
outlaw culture” is exactly what “makes fixed- 
gear bikes a fast-growing trend.” 

While I suppose the danger factor could be 


somewhat glamorous, those who are really 
dedicated to bike riding are certainly not out- 
laws. | 

Just like any other vehicle, it is up to the 
driver to be safe and responsible.
